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Jn the DissertdtiQn here piefixed to this Book of 
Horatius Resiitutus, I am duly sensible, that the 
idea may arise of something irregular and desultory 
in the compositioiL of it. Let me eandidly own, that 
I^should have been very happy to meet the expectation 
of my readers with a performance of greater system 
and regularity, if tiie peculiarity of the subject had 
more readily allowed me so to do. 

According to my own impressions, first of all, that 
subject itself was so extensive at once and full of 
variety, that with a little elegant diffusion (which in 
its occasional use I am far from disparaging), the ma- 
terials of this Dissertation might be expanded easily 
into a separate volume: and in the second place, from 
the very quality of some of the disquisitions, necessarily 
dry, however to the purpose essential, certain breaks 
of a pleasanter kind seemed desirable, to relieve the 
formality of argument, if that might be without the 
discursive itself becoming tedious. 

The straight forward plainness, however, of the 
great points to be proved, may serve, amidst so much 
detail, to excuse the want of methodical regularity in 
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the process. That Horace published his collected vnit- 
ings from time to time in such an order of succession 
and in no other, and that his principal residences, 
after he became a professed Poet, were three deter- 
minate places of abode, neither more, nor less; these 
surely are questions, whieh (when aided by the Chro- 
nological Table here subjoined) will hardly strike the 
miiid of an intelligent reader with any alarm of per- 
plexity. 

In the case of Horace, indeed, most remarkably so, 
" the Poet is always identified with the man," 

Votivii pateat veluti descripta tabella 
Vita senis. 2 S. i. 32, 3, 4. 

even just as hc tells iis it was in the person of Luci- 
lius, whom he avowedly followed {sequor hmic) in his 
lucubrations as a Satirist. 

And in the very same degrec, after the attention 
is fairly awakened to traco the incidents of his life aud 
the stagea of his locality, the personal history of 
the man adds perspicuity at onco and interest tx) many 
passages in the Poet, which might otherwise reraain 
neither interesting nor intelligible. 

Now therefore that his works aro recovered from 
their long state of disjointed existcnce, now that the 
di^ecti viemhra Pmtes once more corapose a figure of 
fair proportions, and Horaec — ad nnguem Factns homo 
— bccomes himself again ; I have no doubt but Iic wil! 
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in many important and curious respects be more easily 
studied and more clearly understood. The . investiga- 
tion of other scholars which my example perhaps may 
serve to excite, will be rewarded with a rich retum 
of . discovery, from comparing many parts of Horace 
together, hitherto seen awkwardly if at all in connection, 
but hereafter visible at once in their natural per- 
spective. 

Two or three specimens of this nature have recently 
occurred to my own mind as well worthy of notice. 

For instance, the political conduct of Horace (a 
conduct of the most delicate integrity) after the battle 
of Philippi, it will be impossible hereafter to distort 
into any semblance of the renegade ; if his words and 
his deeds be only traced ever so severely in the actual 
succession of years. Then again, his laughing in the 
Satires, when a young man, at "those budge Doctors 
of the Stoic fiir," Stertinius, Damasippus and Co. will 
be found perfectly compatible with the calm allusion in 
his later Odes (e.g. 3 C. ii. 17—20. 4 C. ix. 39—44, 
&c.) to those moral energies of that high doctrine, 
which Roman virtue alone might realize or approach. 

From the same correctness of view, the topic of 
that literature now lost, JDe Personis HoratianiSy will 
yet derive considerable illustration, especially as to 
some of his most valuable friends. Thus, Septimius 
(2 C. VI.) who with an honest cordiality invites Horace 
to live and die with him at his adored Tarentum, 
is )still recognised as the same worthy man and equally 



beloved ; when after a few years, weary of retiremeot, 
hc turns adventurer, and galiis that exquiHite letter ot 
introduction (1 E. ix.) to the young Prince Tiherius 
theu in Asia. 

Again, Iccius whose hankering after philsophy did 
not conceal from Horace his strongcr love of fortune, 
snstains a sharp but delicate chastisement (1 C. xxix.) 
at au early period : some ten years afterwards (1 E. xii.) 
he receives an Epistle iutroductory of Grosphus, in 
which the sweet is very ingeniously made to predomi- 
nate over the hitter, to all appearance too quite con- 
sistently with honesty and truth. 

It is to Horace'fi moral treatment of Jccius, and 
to other cases like it perhaps, such as that of Quintius 
Hirpinus (2 C. xi. 1 E. XYI. 17, &c.) and it may be 
to that of Virgil also (4 C. xii. 15. 31, &c.) ; that his 
most devoted admirer, Persius, seenis to bear this happy 
and characteristic testimony. 

Oinne vafer vitiuin lidenti Flaccus amico 

Tangit, et admissus circum pr^cordiit ludit Sat, i. 116, 7. 

And yet — arch Horace, while he strove to mend, 
Probed all the foibles of his Hrailing- iriend ; 
Played lightly round and round the peccant part, 
And won, unfelt, an entrance to his heart. 



Ai,i. this, however, it may be said, here at least 
is prematurc and out of place. Let me proceed tlierc- 
fore to statc thc fcw particulars remaining, of which 
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the propriety or necessity may plead excuse for the 
page or two here occupied. 

On printing for the first time the hooks of Horace 
in thedr ohronoiogical order as estahlished hy Dr Bentley, 
no mark of respect seemed more natural than to pre- 
serve the text of his own edition. To an act of 
justice like this, perhaps, hardly any serious ohjection 
will he made, as heing an honor due to so illustrious 
a name : and independently of that consideration alone, 
if the last repuhlication of Bentley's Horace appeared 
in the year 1765 (as the Notitia Literaria of the Bipont 
intimates), the lapse of nearly seventy years may render 
this reprint once more of his text, especially with the 
common readings suhjoined, rather an acceptahle offer- 
ing, than at all an ohject of complaii\t. 

But of course, if Dr Bentley's text had this right 
to he so respected, any change in its characteristic forms 
would have heen an unfaithful proceeding. And if 
some account he required of the peculiarities now re- 
tained, the foUowing extract from his learned and 
critical hiographer will afford it suflSciently. 

Dr Bentley's Preface to his Horace " states his rea- 
sons for restoring the orthography of the Augustan 
age in many words, as volgus^ divomy inpius, conpesco ; 
which, though written in the ancient manuscripts of 
the Poet according to the original form, were univer- 
sally altered in the printed copies. In this he followed 
the example of Heinsius's Virgil, as well as in printing 
the accusatives plural in is^ where the genitives end 
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in ium ; as urhis, auris, omnis. He likewise adduces 
the authority of the best copies aiid tbe old gram- 
marians, for terming the lyrical compositions of Horace, 
not Odo!, but Carmina ; and the two books of Satirea, 
Sermones, not SatirtB; and each separate Satire, Ecloga." 
Dr Monk^s Life of Bentley, p. 244. 

In the Dedication of Horatius Restitutus, it will 
not be considered as an extravagaot compliment, if 
I have styled Dr Bentley the Prince of Critics. For 
wbat is the constant languagc of the present generar- 
tion, and amongst the scholars of the Continent? 
Hermann, himself confessedly, " a scholar and a phi- 
loaopher of the highest order," in one of his critical 
works, De R. Bentleio ejusque editiojie Terentii Dis-, 
sertatio, tells us distinctly, that from his preceptor, 
F. V. Reix, lie inherited the disposition to honour 
Bentley, tamquam perjhctissimum critici exeinplum; 
and he lias admirably concentered his own culogy of 
that character iu the foUomng definition which he 
afterwards expands. 

" Erat Bentleius vir in^nitte doctrints, acutissimi 
sensus, acerrimi judicii. Et his tribus rebus omnis 
laus ct virtus continetur Critici." 



Before concluding, let mc here return my very 
grateful thanks to the Syndics of the University Press 
for the libcrahty which they have shown to this pub- 
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lication, and for the very beneiicial service which their 
patronage is calculated to render. 

Nor may I neglect the acknowledgment so justly 
due to Mr B. W. Beatson, Fellow of Pembroke, for 
most friendly and scholarlike aid, both in correspondence 
on some literary points appertaining to the Disserta- 
ticm, and in faithfully correcting every sheet of this 
work as it passed through the Press.

P. S. An earnest anxiety to learn whatever yet 
may be accurately known about the Fons Bandusinus^ 
maihtained to be the old genmne and only fountain 
of that name, near to Fenusia (or Venosa)^ induced 
me to consult DrGeorge Errington, Pro-Rector of the 
English college at Rome. Accordingly I requested 
from him the advantage of any research which his 
cdmmand of the libraries there might give, into the 
subject proposed ; he was particularly desired to examine 
every document which he could find, bearing on the 
qu6fi(tion in the Abb^ Chaupy's Decouverte de la 
Mais€n, de Canipagne d^Horace, Vol. iii. pp. 364 
538, &c. 

In a long, curious, entertaining Letter lately re- 
ceived, my leamed and accomplished correspondent 
assures me, that while the extract itself from the Bull 
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of Pascal the iid (about which I inquired) is indeed 
literally correct, he cousiders its appUcation, however, 
as very snspicious; from the manner in which Chaupy 
"sees a iittle, prosuines a great deal, and so jumps 
to thc conclusion." 

The passage quoted liy Chaupy and more fuUy given 
by Rlr Hobhouse (vide tlie close of the Uissertation 
for particulars) contains, to be sure, various words — 
de Castello Bandusii — in Bandusino Jhnte apud Venu- 
siam, &c. which seem full of excellent promise: but 
when rigidly examined, thosfi words leave nothing es- 
sential, bcyoud the simple fact, that iu the year A. D. 
1103. "at or near Venosa there was a Church called 
in Fonfe Ba^idusino, for what cause so called, cannot 
now be ascertained." 

The fountain itseif, somewhere in that neighboiu-- 
hood, beyond a doubt, apparently, existed in Horace's 
day. But while the precise spot of the Poefs birth, 
on the banks of the Aufidus, and therefore if geo- 
graphy may bc trusted, not immediatelij near to Venu- 
sia, has but little cliance iiow of ever being exactly 
determined, thc origiual Fons Bandusi/tus must with- 
out a sigh be resigncd to its fate ; perhaps that of 
an extinct fountain in a country more or less subject 
to volcanic influence. And finally, in referring here 
to Mr Cramer's Ayicient Itnlij, Vol. n. p. 290. I beg 
to be candidly jinderstood as not at all irapcaching 
his general accuracy; he does but exhibit, avowedly 
so, the specious resiilt of Chaupy's discoveries. when 
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he says of the Fons Bandtisinus (in the Bull alluded 
to, APUD Venusiam)^ " that we ought to restore it 
to its true position, about six miles from Venosa, 
on the site named Pala%sco.'' Let the right or the 
wrong of all this repose with Capmartin de Chaupy.

CHRONOLOGY AND THE LOCALITIES 

OF 

HORACE. 



Having now, for more than one third of a century, 
been engaged in reading the works of Horace with my 
Pupils, and having long witnessed in his commenta- 
tors the confusion very often attending their neglect 
of his chronology^ (let me add of his localiiies also), 
I have heen strongly inclined for some time past to 
undertake the illustration of Horace, in that depart- 
ment alone. By the light of Bentley's discoveries in 
his celehrated Pr^efatio^ the question De temporibus 
librorum Horatii (though the result only of his in- 
vestigations without any part of the regular process 
is given) I ventured to consider after all as in the 
main decisively settled. And therefore if on the strength 
of Bentley's name I had proceeded to puhlish a new 
edition of the works, without any other recommendation 
than that of their heing printed in the very order in 
which they were originally puhlished in successive hooks 
by the author himself ; it struck my mind very forcihly, 
that such an edition . would be hailed by Scholars as 
an era in Horatian literature. 

a 
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That desigu, however, still hung in suspense, and 
might yet havc beeii indefinitely delayed. But in the 
course of last year, I was led to cxpect the appearance 
of a Second Part of thc Fa^ti HeUenici, &c. by Mr 
H. Fynes Clinton, brought down to the death of 
Augustus: and that cxpectation inspired me with a 
strong anxiety to learn what the Master Chronologist 
had done, under the head of Roman Authors, towards 
fixing or correcting the calculations of Bentley. My 
satisfaction of course was very great to find, that all 
the principal points whieh had been laid down 120 years 
ago for the foundation of that arraogement, may now 
bc received as determined once for all by the very 
highest authority. 

Mr Clinton himself on being informed of my inten- 
tion gives me the kindest encouragement to persevere: 
he approvcs of my undertaking so useful a work as 
an Edition of the books of Horace, arranged in chrono- 
logica! order: and he assigns as a reason for his ap- 
probation, that the neglect of that order has produced 
much perplexity to the Student not of Horace ouly, 
but of many other Authors of the Augustan age. 

Under all these circumstanccs, I now am emboldened 
to proceed in the task; and as the design in the first 
instance is submitted to the judgement of Scholara 
which it candidly invites, I shall at once lay before 
them as preliminary to all other disqmsition the fol- 
lowing extract from Bentley's Pr^fatio. Tlie title is 
copied from the formula adopted by Gesner, who in 
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his edition of Horace gives all this extract except what 
stands as the first section of it : and the division here 
made of the whole into parts commodious for reference» 
will on that account he readily allowed.

In all this extract, confessedly, we have little jnore 
than the result of Bentley^s investigations : the regular 
process throughout, by which facts and arguments 
were drawn up into a chronological system, we do 
not possess. Much less can we venture to say whether 
the intemal evidence on which he so acutely proceeded 
in demonstrating the dates, tumed entirely on facts of 
a publie, or partly on those of a private, nature also. 
Still however, one thing to me seems quite undeniable : 
the system of Bentley remains to this day unshaken from 
any quarter by legitimate confutation, unassailed indeed 
by any r^ular and systematical attempt to confute 
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it. Whatever in the course of much reading I have 
hitherto seen, whether totally adverse or in part only 
contrary, I have found to involve such gross neglect of 
unquestionable truth, such absurdlty springing up in 
immediate coiisequences; that seldom has more than 
one efFort of thought been necessary to penetrate and 
discard it. 

To the several laboms however learned and plausible 
of Faber, of Dacier, and of Masson, aftcr the decisive 
judgement of Bentley so declared (^. 2.) it vvill not be 
expected, that any particular attention should be devoted 
by me. And yet, just as if Massoji^s accuracy in the 
Vita Horatii (1708) had never been disputed, (though 
he was held by Dacier in great contempt,) that work 
has been qnoted ■with much deference by later editors; 
and more or less formed on the basis of Masson^s Vita 
or of the Chronologia per Consules of Dacter have been 
those compilations under the titlc of Q. Horatii Flacct 
Vita per annos digesta, which have even reeently ap- 
peared. 

Amongst the very latest of those who have merely 
gone in the old road so loug before them, let not 
Mitscherlich, the German editor of the Odes, be over.. 
looked. He wholly rejects the scheme of Bentley, and 
in his Preface, p. xxi. after dariug to pronounce...i«/?r)Ma 
omnino Bentleii temporum ratio...)iG brings forward an 
objection founded on an allusiou to the Cantabri. 8 C. 
viii. 31. Whoever will tum to thc Fasti of Mr Clinton, 
B. c, 23, p. 337- may see how thc ohjection Is au- 
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swered and the credit of Bentley maintained by a tum 
of the pen from that unrivalled chronologist. 

I embrace the occasion here offered, to acknowledge 
the great faithfulness and talent so conspicuous in the 
recent biography of Bentley ; and on the general ques- 
tion before us, I adopt with much gratification the 
judgement (perfectly coincident with my own) which 
the • biographer so strongly and comprehensively de- 
livers. 

"Bentley^s scheme of the Tempora Horatiana is 
condemned by Mitscherlich, the Leipsic editor: but 
he is a person of little or no authority; and in this 
case he appeals to the life of Horace, by Jani, an 
abridgement of Masson's, one of those productions to 
correct the errors of which, Bentley's theory was com- 
posed." — ^Dr Monk's Life of Bentley, p. 245. 



BuT whatever excuse I may thus plead for leaving 
the now obsolete merits of Messrs Faber^ Dacier, and 
Masfson under "the balance and the rod" in Bent- 
ley^s Hands; some distinct notice is unquestionably due 
to the subsequent name of Monsieur Sanojdon, from 
its being so eminent in the criticism of Horace for 
right or for wrong. 

In the year 1728, from the Press of Claude Robustel, 
A Paris, there came forth in two handsome quarto 
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volumes prtmd specie a very splendid work: Les 
Podsies d'Horace dispos^es suivant rordre chronologi- 
quc et traduites en Frani^ois : avec des Remarques et 
des Disscrtations critiques. Far le R. F. Sanadon, de 
la Compagnie de Jesus. 

The object of Mr Sanadon avowedly embraces a 
very bold and radical change, He does not resfore (ac- 
cording to the plan in this volume proposed) the Opera 
Horatiana to that order of books in which it is highly 
probable at least that they were first pnblished by the 
Poet himself. He revolutioiiises every thiug; and ex- 
ults in the magnificent mischief. " De toutes les pi^cea 
(i'Horace je n'en laisse que trois dans leur ancienne 
situation." p. vi. 

Now I am duly aware that the celebrated UOrville 
(in the year 1750) left on record the severest condem- 
nation of this barbarous concem. " Sanadon," he says, 
" qui nuper Horatium temerario ausu Absyrti instar 
concidit truncavitque, et triviali commentario obruit." 
D'Orville ad Chariton, p. 239. ed. Beck. 

Klotsius too in his Lectiones f^enusinis (1770) 
speaks of Sanadon's conceitedness at once and servile 
plagiarism in a strong tone of severity, Take the fol- 
lowing examples : " Sanadonius interpretatur mire, et 
explicat defenditque versionem perperam, ut fere semper, 
quoties aliorum animadversioues non eompilavit." p. 321.

PRBLIMINA&Y DISSEBTATION. XI 

To these severe expressions most probably Dr Pott 
rqfers in the very clever and very pla^rftd Letter to 
Mr Henfy Homer on his projected variorum Edition 
of Horace. After calling him **a great coxcomb" in 
one part of it, he finally says : ^^ Beware of that rascal 
Sanadon : and be sure to quote what Klotzius says of 
him, and I say too." — ^Dr Johnstone's Life and Works 
of Dr Parr, Vol. i. p. 412. 

Let me not be understood however, as wishing to 
shelter myself under authorities like these from the 
responsibility of delivering an opinion of my own. 
From me, /the first person who has ventured to print 
the books of Horace in the order of their original 
publication, something more in the direct way of reply 
may naturaUy be expected ; especially as against Sana- 
don, who proceeding de novo in utter defiance to all 
and every arrangement of the books as such, has dis- 
located and dismembered the whole body of the Poet. 

The compilers of Horace's life indeed, in allotting 
such a poem to such a year of it, had very freely vio- 
lated all respect in any way due to the consideration 
orcoUective books successively pubUshed: but no edi- 
tor before Sanadon had ever on system printed the 
works of H(Krace in any other than the common series, 
or disturbed the common arrangement at aU. 

The two volumes of Sanadon now before me con- 
tain 1400 pages, exclusive of the Indices to the Work. 
To peruse carefuUy such an extent of translated and 
critical matter, ¥dth a view to examine, detect and 



refute, woiUti be an Herculcan toil. If according to 
Bentley (Pref, to Phalar. p. cxi.) a man "may com- 
mit more mistakcs in five weeks time and in five 
sheets of paper, than can thoroughly be confuted in 
fifty sheets and a whole year;" the complete exami- 
nation of Sanadon's pages might form the labour of 
a very long life. 

A mneh shorter operation must serve the present 
purpose. To disahle his judgement, in the phrase of 
Shakespeare, may of itself be sufficiont- And to that 
end let the foUowing spccimcns of particular bnt very 
gross errors be accepted, instead of a more gencral 
and extensive reply. 

(1.) With Sanadon, the Epodes (of which he dis- 
cards the name cntirely) are considered as ^ Jiftk book 
of Odes ; aud they are variously scattered throngh the 
mass and mixt multitude of the real Carmina. He 
thns makes up five books of Odes altogethcr ; and, 
as witli an Epilogos to the whole, concludes the fifth 
of them with the last ode of our tkird book, 

Exegi monumenium are perennius. 

Now it is most true that the great Muretus in the 
year 1551 remarks thus on thc book EPODON. "Cur 
Epodos liber hic vocetur, non cquidem satis intelligo : 
ac vidi vctcrnm librum, in quo hic qnintus Odarum 
libcr inscribebatur." In his Var. Lect. too, L. i 
C. XIX. hc cntitlcs it exprcssiy thus: Horatii vcrs 
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e quinto Odarum illustrati." But at that day, the cri- 
tical knowledge of Horace was yet in its infancy : and 
Sanadon stands without excuse for not atttending to 
the Grammatical signification of Epodiy when in all 
the editions hy Cruquius from the year 1578 down- 
wards the old commentaries on Horace had heen 
r^ularly puhlished, with the commentator^s clear and 
explicit definition of (a) tt/oow&Js, and of (/3) iitM^. 

a, Ibis Liburnis inter alta navium^ 
fi. Amice^ propugnacula. 

That Archilochian metre which from its predominance 
(and that of others similar) gave in an early century 
its own appellation to the whole hook of Epodes, is 
not at this day much hetter understood from Gaisford's 
HepIuBstio (1810) pp. 129. 368. or from Hermann's 
Elementa Doctrina Metriae, (1816) L. iii. c. xv. 
than it might have heen known for any practical purr 
pose in the year 1578. 

Of all this however, Sanadon has shown, if not a 
profound ignorance, yet a most offensive contempt. 
His comment on the very first Epode, Ibis Liburnis, 
&c. he thus introduces, "Cette Ode est proprement 
une lettre en vers liriques!" No wonder, that an 
editor who found lyric Odes in what Horace himself 
denominated (Ep. xiv. 7. cf 1 E. xix. 23-25). 

Inceptos^ olim promissum munus^ lambosy 

should hecome enamoured of his own inventions and 
create a chaos accordingly. 



(3.) In the whole personal history of Horace, 
one spot he marlted with hrighter joy than anoth^ 
it must be the auspicious day of his migration in1 
the Sabine Valley; that day formed an era in tli4 
happiness, in the moral and literary character of hid 
life. 

All this new delight of the rus and villula thei 
of the scenery which adomed his estate, aad of thfi 
shrewd and virtuous people into whose society it threfl 
him, Horace exquisitely descrihes (the more so froi 
contrast with the plagues and vexations of the grea| 
city) in the vith Satire of the 2d book, 

Hoc erat in votis, ^c. 

And yet the good natured, kind hearted, man, whej 
he had only his house at Rome, with a small establishji 
ment, not very rich, but chearful enough and content; 
delighted too with the humility of his condition, made 
a maximum of his comforts thcre; before he evea 
dreamed apparently of any higher pleasurcs, bettet 
suited to his genius and taste, to be enjoyed some^ 
where else. 

The vith Satire of the Ist book. Non quia Mace- 
nas, S^c. which describes his familiar day at Rome, 
not less exquiaite in its way, not less fraught with 
characteristic aiid entertaining narration, than the vith 
of the 2d book. 

Will it bc helieved, except on ocular inspection^ 
that Sanadon has committed the monstrous vaTepom 
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irporepov of placing Hoc erat in votis before Non 
quMj Mescenas^ making the latter L 2. Sat. 8. and 
the former 1. 1. Sat. 7. in his Nouvelle distrtbution ! 

(3.) The six Odes i. ii. iii. iv. v. vi. of the 3d 
book of Horaee, written in one common metre and 
wonderfully agreeing in a well sustained high didactic 
tone of moral, religious, patriotic, sentiment, with that 
striking prelude to the whole, Odi prqfanum vulgtis^ 8^c. 
must impress on every sensible mind a deep feeling 
of solemn grandeur, varied by amenity, and pathos, and 
fine imagination. 

If therefore any juxta-position of Odes preserved 
in all MSS. and editions, might command reverence 
from an editor of Horace; Odes like these six could 
not possibly suffer violation by being tom asimder. 
Sanadon disjoins these six Alcaic Odes from one another 
entirely, and has not left even any two of them in 
any connection or contiguity whatsoever! 

(4.) On minute examination it has been ascer- 
tained, (vid. Classical Joumal No. xxii. p. 352. J. T.) 
that in the third line of the Alcaic Stanza,

are contained in ihe first and second books of Odes; 
while in the third Bxadijmrih books, as they commonly 
stand» not one instance is now to be seen of a verse 
80 cpnjstructed in any of those ways. 
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Surely no argunient can be inore striking, than 
this plain fact is, to demonstrate, tliat Horace after 
publishing the Ist and 2d books of Odes, was by some 
cause or suggestion led to consult his car with acuter 
delicacy than before ; so that he vigilantly ever after 
guarded the third line, the key-stone of the Alcaic 
stanza, against modes of structure, which his improved 
sense of harmony condemned, Briefly, to place the 
matter in the strongest light, no other hypothesis will 
account for the phenomena. 

In this nice predicament, what part does Sanadon 
play ? The truth is, that such exactness of metrical 
observation was unknown in his time : and we must 
acquit him on thc charge of neglecting distinctions, 
not then brought into notice. But for all that excuse, 
the main ground of conviction remains the same. Sana- 
don, in his Nouvelle distribation, acts ignorantly on 
this behalf, but he acts grossly wrong also : for those 
Odes marked with the faulty structure he has scattered 
promiscuously over the later books in his arrangement 
and over the earlier, very much alikc. No difference 
is known ; no discrimination is preserved. Need one 
say more ? And liere with these proofs of his judge- 
ment disahled, let us take our leave of M' Sanadon 
for the present. 



The strange and accumulated mistakcs in which 
the personal history of Horace has been long involved. 
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it would be an irksome task to discuss one by one in 

detail. The most important of them, however, shall 

be duly noticed in the course of these pages; and the 

whole inass will be put into a way fbr ultimate clear- 

ance. It may be too much to assert that the publi- 

cation of the books of Horace in the original series 

o( succession will at once set all other things right: 

yet there can be no doubt, but the wrong, unnatural, 

confused order, in which hls works have hitherto been 

exhibited, has given rise to a great portion of all the 

errors existing at this day. And so long as the com- 

«on arr..geLt AaU Itmue to b«i,ce fl,e train 

of thought by the order of perusal, it wiU be difficult 

if not impossible to overcome that proneness to false 

combinatious, which the working on a distorted view 

must of necessity create. 

But when once that disorder is banished and the 
natural succession restored, then the mind instead of 
being misguided by the mechanical progress of the 
hand and the eye, will be by that progress directed 
and sustained all along in tracing the personal and 
poetical history of Horace. All the stages of his career 
will tlien d6velope themselves in beautiful transition: 
especially, the Parian lambics of the Sabine Poet will 
precede as they ought, the Sapphic and Alcaic stans^a» 
of the Lyrist of Tivoli. 

Let us now proceed to exemplify by a few striking 
instances what absurdity is involved in the common 
order of the books of Horace being taken for the true 

b 
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one, and what iminediate congruity on tlie other hand 
arises from observing the arrangeinent of Bentley. 

(1), Horace in the ivth Satire of his Ist book, 
vv. 39 — 55. shows a great anxiety to disclaim all pre- 
tence to thc higher character of a poet : and well he 
might, without any mock modesty, disavow it. At 
that early period of his life and writings, he had 
nothing to ground the claim upon, except the publi- 
cation of a few satires, and the farther promise of talent 
in that particular vein. 

But hear what M' Dacier says, as reported by 
Dr Francis. 

"54. Ergo I Non satU esl pvris versum pcrscrihere verhis. 

M' Dacier thinks, that Horace would not have been 
so modest with regard to his Satircs, and so fcarful 
of prostituting the name of poet, if he had not secured 
his own right to it by his Odes," 

Hear next M' Sanadon. (Vol. il. p. I69.) 

"38. Primitm ego me iliorunt, dederim quibus esse poetis, 
Excerpam numero. 

Horaee s'^toit deja assiu-e par ses odes le nom de Poete, 
ainsi il ne risque ri^n k se d^grader pour ses satires. 
Sa modestie n'en est que plus grande, ct cette vertu 
nc sauroit ^tre petite dans im poete, pourvil qu'elle 
soit bien sincere." No exposure cau make blunders 
like thesc more ridiculous : they cannot be aggravated. 
hy any comment. Perc Hardowin, on the contrary. 
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who amongsft maiiy paradoxes maintained this, Horatii 
PoeUB nihil superesse genuinunif preeter Epistolas et 
Sermones, draws a very diflferent condusion out of the 
versesr b^fore us; 



neque enim concludere versum

From this passage, Hardouin very ingeniously and 
justly concludes, Horatium se nuUus odm scripsisse 
prqfiieri: nothing in itself more true at that time. 
But the good Father too hastily assumed, that the 
Odes if written by ' Horace at all, had been written 
as their coUocation to him iudicated, at some period 
prior to that of the Satires» Hardouin would haye 
been disarmed of at least one argument, perhaps in his 
opinion a very strong one ; if he had ever viewed the 
books of Horace in the order of their original publi- 
eation. (vid. Klot;zii Lectiones Venusinae. pp. 15. 39> 
40. 1770.) 

(2). If there be any truth in Bentley*s calculations, 
the 2d book of these Satires was» coUectively published 
not later than the year B. c. 32» If there be any 
feith in the FasH HeUenici, the restoration of thef 
Roman Eagles from Parthia did not take place earlier 
than the year b.c. 20. 

Hdrace (2 S. i. 10. — 15.) when thus urged by his 
leamed friend Trebatius,

the ground of inahility to describe the scenes of heroic 
warfare.

Deficiunt; neque enim quivis hotrentia pilis 
Agmina, nec fracta pereuntes cuapide Gallos, 
Aiit labentis equo describat vulnera Partlii. 

The Parthians and Gauls, from having been the prin- 
cipal objects of dread to the Romau armies, are the 
nations selected to fumish, each of them, a very tre- 
mendous image of battle ; with a tacit refercnce perhaps 
to the exploits of Marius at a distant period and of 
Ventidius on a later occasion, B. c. 39- 

What is thc remark of Baxter on this passage ? 

"15. Bene lahentis eqm: nara Parthorum pugna 
fere erat equestris. Apposuit autem ista, quo gratifi- 
caretur Augusto, ob recepta signa Marco Crasso adem- 
pta." 

Anachronism and confusion like this might be ex- 
pected from Baxter. Q"} raay wonder that the cautious 
and accurate Gesner should interposc no correction of 
it, But neither is ke found always faithful to his quali- 
fied declaration of agreement with Bentley. 

Hoc certc confirraare possum, me, dum recenseo 
singulas Eclogas, diligentcr attendisse, si quid esset 
Bentleianis temporum rationibus adversum, nec depre-< 
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hendisse quidquam, quod momentum aliquod ad eam 
evertendam haberet; licet quibusdam Eelogis non im- 
probabili ratione forte tempus etiam aliud» recentius 
praesertim, possit adscribi. 



The cleamess of view which arises from placing the 
Satires before the Epodes, and the Epodes before the 
Odes, cannot be denied. The advantage to be derived 
from Bentley^s arrangement in placing the 4th book 
of Odes after the Ist book of Epistles, may not per- 
haps be quite so evident. One example or two will 
serve to show the importance of that distribution. 

There is an intellectual as well as a linear per- 
spective. And some space for time and thought must 
be allowed to intervene : or in the case of great moral 
and political changes taking place, without the aid of 
that interval very often all the probabilities of expecta- 
tion will be shocked. . Thus, if seven» or eight years 
are considered to elapse betwixt the average date of 
the 3d book of Odes and the publication of the 4th ; 
even in the omens of moral improvement displayed iu 
the latter we shall see nothing extravagant, in those 
of pclitical alteration we shall see the highest credi- 
bility. 

(1). In the vith Ode of the 3d book, Horace traces 
the vice and immorality which he there laments, to 
the predominance of luxury and avarice, which no Cen- 
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soriau regulatious could control : aud in the xxiTtH 
Ode, impressed with the very same feeling (w. 35. 6.) 
he exclaims, 

Quid leges sine moribus 

Vanffi proficiunt? 

But in the vth Ode of the 4th book (addressed tD 
Augustus) he piously exults in the blessings of a uew 
era; and by the very phrase (v, 22.) adopted there, he 
recalls in contrast that vicious state of social life which 
now seeroed to be past or to be passing away. 

Mos et lex mitculosiuii edomuit nefas. 

Theu again, in the xvth Ode of the same book, 
with what cuergy does he hail thc returu of the virtues 
under the reign of a reforming Prince ! 

Tua, Ceesar letaa— 

et ordinein 

Rectum evaganti fra;na licentiie 
Injecit, emovitque culpa^, 
Et veteres r 



(2). Hercutis ritu modo dictus, O Pleba, 

Morte venalem petiisse laurum

Sanadon coudemus at once the opening line of this 
Ode; and betrays exactly what Dr Parr would call 
the eoxcomh, in the following remark. 

O Plebs.'] On ne peut disconvenir que ce vers n'est 
pas le meilleur de !a piece. Cette chute est assom- 
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mante, et je ne pardonne point k ndtre Po6te d*avoir 
si mal d^utd. 

The fact is, that Sanadon saw nothing here beyond 
the surface. Augustus, tribunus plebis, et plebi gratior 
quam optimatibuSy had been very dangerously ill in 
Spain: that rumour of course plebem maxime terruit: 
the commons were trembling for the loss of their pro- 
tector: the nobility caught at the chance of regaining 
their old ascendancy in the state. 

Or take it from the Argumentum of the Ode, as it 
stands in Gesner's edition. Bello Cantabrico maximus 
erat novorum tumultuum a partibus Optimatium metus, 
ob diutumam Augusti Tarracone decumbentis vahtudi" 
nem. Illo igitur jam domum reverso, publicas ferias 
Palatio uuiversaeque Plebi Horatius indicit. 

Several conspiracies * formed against the life of that 
Prince are recounted by Suetonius in D. Oct. Caes. 
Augusto, J. XIX. But the most affecting story of the 
Idnd is that related by Seneca, of Cinna's desperate 
design...7{0^ occidere^ sed immolare: nam sajcrificantem 
placuerat adoriri, The recorded exclamation of Augus- 
tus carries a point with it, which renders all comment 
nhnecessary. Ego sum nobilibus adolescentibus ex- 
positum caputf in quod mucrones acuant! Seneca de 
Olementi^, I. 9. 

Turn now to the 4th book of Odes: imagine the 
lapse of a few eventful years ; and then, in the ab-

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senc? of all alarm, mark the lofty tone of pride and 
security.

To understand the writings of Horaee with com- 
plete satisfaction in those parts whieh at all involve 
his personal history, the knowledge of his actual re- 
sidenccs will be found similarly uscful, if not equally 
necessary, as the correct distributioQ of his faooks in 
their original order. His localities, indeed, when right- i 
ly ascertained, are so directly connected with the j 
Chronology and just arrangement of his works ; that j 
even Bentley's masterly calculation may derive support I 
from a careful developement of the scenes of his re-l 
sidence, hitherto partially or erroneously stated. 
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« Fbr the sake of cleamess in what foUows, though 
it be in part anticipating, let the principal places in 
which I helieve Horace to have resided after his re- 
tum from Philippi, he here at once laid hefore the 
reader. 

At an early period, then, he had heyond all dis* 
pute a house in JRome^ which during his life time he 
kept: hy the liberality of Maecenas not long after, he 
was possessed of a RUS and villula in the Sabine val- 
ley: and charmed with the scenery of Tibur which on 
his way from Rome into the Sabine country he often 
halted to admire, he finally hecame master of a cottage 
with a garden to it in the precincts of Tibur or as it 
is now called Tivoli. 

And here at setting out, let me avow that I feel 
no scruple in imputing the first great source of 
confiision and error to that unlucky expression in the 
Life attributed to Suetonius. Vixit plurimum in 
secessu kuris sui Sabini aut Tiburtini : domusqiie 
^jus ostenditur circa Tihumi luculum. And the phrase 
itself, Sabini aut Tiburtini^ had its origin, there can 
be -no douht, in the lamhic Scazons of Catullus Ad 
Fundum. xl. 

O Funde noster^ seu Sabine, seu Tiburs, 
Nam te esse Tiburtem autumant^ quibus non est 
Cordi Catullum laedere; at quibus cordi est^ 
' Quovis Sabinum pignore esse contendunt* 

. The author whoever he was, of that Life, apparently 
quite ignorant of the Sahine valley, never seems to 
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have supposed, that Horace had any rural residence" 
except at Tivoli, or any property and estate except 
in that place or just across the Sabine border. 

But allowing Suetonius himself to have beeu the 
author, yet eveu he lived aud wrote a full century 
after the death of Horace. And to a spot iu Horace'8 
own time so very little known and frequented as the 
vale of Digentia (now called Licenm,) unless SuctoniuB 
had gone from curiosity aud on purpose, it was very 
improbable in the common course of things that he 
should ever pay a visit at all ; situated as that spot 
was in the mountains, fifteen miles above Tivoli, and 
four miles out of the line of the via Valeria. In the 
course too of a hundred years or more, the inhabitants 
of a place circumstanced like Tivoli, might vcry easily 
lose all account of the Poefs estate and habitation 
lying so far out of their way ; of his residencc on their 
own spot the tradition, if founded in truth, was little 
likely for a very long time to be forgotten. Tlie worchi 
therefore, domusque ^us ostenditiir circa Tiburni Itt^ 
culum, whenever written, show expressly, that the 
peoplc of Tivoli continued to claim the honour of 
having had Horace as a sojoumer and to point out 
with pridc the very house in which he lived. It 
truc, that the site of the Poefs dwelling cannot noW' 
be determined with anytliing more than probable con- 
jecture : but what has that difficulty at this day to 
do with the distinct tradition of the second or third 
ccntury? Ages upmi agcs of chaiigu and rcvolutio* 
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ttnce then have made sad havock with Ihe palaees as 
with the cottages of Tivoli. 

The SECOND great source of dispute and difficulty 
is of a more recent date and rises in a ccmtrary direction 
to the former. The Life imputed to Suetonius seemed 
to fix the Rus with the domus of Horace at Tivoli or 
in its immediate neighhourhood. When therefore the 
Avvocato D. Domenico de Samtis^ first and after 
him the Ahhe Capmartin de Chaupy^ had succeeded 
in demonstrating once for all that the Rus and the 
nUa lay in the Sahine vale of Licenza ; our ohligation 
to the rival discoverers would have heen complete, and 
all would have ended delightfully well, if they had 
been content to stop there. But led astray by their 
&vourite conceit of unicityj 

Satis beatus unicis Sabinis. 2 C. xviii. 14. 

(which in the Poefs meaning carried only unicity of 
KUS or Estate^) they proceeded to demolish every ves- 
tige of property, or of habitation involving property» 
any where else; of course therefore house and garden 
at Tivoli entirely disappear. 

But vvithout such a residence granted to the Poet, 
there vrill soon be occasion to show, that we shall be

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conatantly at fault iii the localities of liis poetiy ; from 
the ist Ode of the Ist book, 

Me gelidum nemiis, 

Nymphariimque Jeves cum Satyris chori, 
Secemunt populo. 

to the iiid Ode of the 4th, 

Sed quiE TiBUR aqnie fertile prafluunt, 

Fingent VEolio carmine nobilem. 



In the mcanwhile, as it is far morc gratifyiug to the 
ingenuous enquirer, to aeknowlege himself anticipated, 
than to wrangle for prior title or to assert originality, 
in ascertaining the truth ; I bring forward with pride 
a third authority on this Tivoline question, decisively 
in agreement with every previous judgement and notion 
of my own. The leamed Signori Ahbati Cabralt e 
del He', in their Ricercke deUe Vtlle 8fc. della Citta 
e del Territorio di Tivoli. Roma. 1779. Cap. iii, par. i. 
^. 5. and in their Nuove Ricerche, pag. 94. maintaiu 
the existence there of a Villa of Horace, but consisting 
only iit un tenue rural soggiorno, in un Casino entro 
un Orto. 

A modest rural abode, a Cottage witkin a garden, 
there, is precisely, after his house at Rome and his 
Villa in the Sabine country, thc one place needful to 
completc the Foefs list of accommodations ; equally

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needful, let me add, to render his writings, especially 
the Odes, intelligible and consistent to an inquisitive 
reader. 

My own initid unquestionably was first set a think- 
ing on the subject of his Tivoline residence by that 
noble emendation of Nicholas Hardinge; which comes 
down to us recommended by Markland, approved by 
Bentley, and applauded by Parr.

That emendation itself I first saw in Markland's Ex-^ 
plicationes veterum aliquot auctorwm (p. 258 = 267) 
subjoined to his edition of the Supplices Mulieres: 
but having since read the suggested change in a Letter 
from . Nicho1,as Hardinge to a fiiend of his then making 
the tour of Italy, I prefer to record it here in the very 
words of that Vlr capitalis ingenii, as he is justly 
styled by Markland in the passage referred to. 

"Ne semper udum, &c. I suspect to be a false 
reading in all the Editions and MSS." 

"For as Horace invites Msecenas from JRome to 
his Tibur, it seems inconceivable that he should press 
him to make haste, lest he should be always taking a 
view of Tibur. How much properer would it have 
been to recommend his departure from JRome that he 
might enjoy the scenes of Tihur ! I therefore change 
NE to UT. N. H." 
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To a great variety of disquisitions, more or lesa 
intelligent and cntertaining on this text anil on the 
topics naturally connected with it, the references below 
given ' will direct the rcader ; if any of the books 
happen to be within his reach. 

Having thus secured the compliment dne to an 
Btonian and King's man for starting the question so 
vitally important to the Lyric bard of Tivoli, I shall 
not however proceed on credit taken for his emenda- 
tion being true : I shall rather appeal for corroboration 
of its truth to the intemal evidence which the Ist 
2d and 3d books of Odes, the Ist hook of Epistles, 
and the 4th book of Odes in that order, all contribute 
to yield, not only of Horace's often visiting Tivoli, 
but of his residing there very much dining a great 
part of his latter days.

(just as at an earlier period of life, he accused himself 
of oscillating hetwixt his Rus and Rome.

Surely, an accumulation of proofs like these, leaves no 
ground for any reasonahle douht. The woods and the 
waters, the cool groves of Tivoli, fashioned and inspired 
the soul of the Poet; while the amenity of its scenes 
with the retired quietness of the town, attached his heart 
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to the place. He liad a Jiortiis there and a domus 
within it (4 C. xi. 2. 6.), and his mundw C£B)he, parvo sub 
lare (3 C. xxix. 14 — 16.), were calculated to sraooth 
the brow of the statesman Mfecenas. To his ramblings 
amid that roinantic scenery, when first a resident at 
Tivoli, we are indebted for Horace's assuming a poetical 
character entirely new, in the transition to the Roman^ 
Jtdicen lyrtB (4 C. iil. 23.) from the writer of Satlres 
and Epodes only. 

Two ont of the cight passagcs, here addnced, on 
which I rely for thc establishmcnt of Horace as a 
sojourncr at Tivoli, may iu that view justify a more 
particular notice. 

His invitation (No. iii.) to Septimins has been weU 
illustrated by the latc Mr George Hardinge. (Nichols. 
Literary History. u. s. p. 732.) 

" Horace begins by telling him that he knows his 
friend wonld aecompany him to the remotcst and wildest 
part of the world : 

Septimi, Cadei aditure mecum, et 
Cantahram indoctum juga ferre nostra, et 
Barbaras Si/rles, ubi Manra semper 
^stuat uiitla. 

" Of eourse lie shotdd be equally desirous to ac- 
company his friend : but he means to decline it, anJ 
he is to give the reason for it, which is, that he wishes 
for no Tareniunu nnlcss driven from Tibur. The 
Ode in any other sense would bc unintelligible, and' 
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the wish for Tibur absurd, especially with a reference 
to his old age, which had not then arrived," &c. &c. 

That Alcaic Stanza (No. iv.) forms quite a locus 
classicm in the personal history of Horace. 

Vester Camoenae^ vester in arduos 
Tollor Sahinos; seu isnbi frigidum 
Prceneste, seu Tibur supinum^ 
Seu liquidce placuere Baice. 

For such were his Fouii peculiar places out of Rome, 
of usual residence or, occasional resort. The jfirst was 
his Sabine villa and estate in the vale of Licenza; 
after Chaupy and Domenicq de Samtis^ described and 
verified (as it should have been sooner told) by Mr 
Bradstreet, in the "Sabine Farm," 1810. The second 
spot refireshed him by its coolness in the dog days, 
sometimes: in one summer, it bequeathed to our in- 
struction that delightful Epistle (1 E. ii.), 

Trqjani belli scriptorem, maxime LoUi, ^c. 

To the Jburth, his resort on the Campanian shore, he 
betook himself, often perhaps, for its fine mild air in 
winter. 

Quod si bruma nives Albanis illinet agris^ 
Ad mare descendet vates tuus^ et sibi parcet. 

1 E. VII. 10. 11. 

The third scene, long and early admired, from being 
frequently visited, became at last one of his two favo- 
rite and regular places of residence out of Rome. For 
there is not the shadow of evidence, to rank on the 
same level with Tivoli as an habitation either Prteneste 
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the mere tsstiv<e delicicE of our Poet, or Baia; resortcd 
to for its warm climate and its baths; least of all 
the distant Tarentum, deeply beloved, much talked 
of, but . very seldom visited. 

Liet me not be considered as dwelling too long on 
this investigation of the Poefs principal localities. Or 
should it be asked, in what way those points when de- 
termined, can give aid towards the iUustration of Horace, 
the following examplea with the deductions arising out 
of them may serve at present for a reply. 

(1.) For the entire separation of Horaco'8 residence 
in the Sabine valley, not only from his house at Rome, 
but from his humble mansion at Tivoli, we are very 
much indebted to the information conveyed in his sivth 
Epistle. 

As the picture of country life iu all its simplicity 
aud innocence which the 3d Epodc {Seatus ille, 8(/C.) 
presents, was in its general character drawn frora 
Horace's personal knowledge and observation in the 
vale of Licenza ; so we may with the greater zest enjoy 
the moral repose in those of his writings which bear 
the stamp of that valley, as the subject at once and 
the scene of composition. 

Now that Epistle (the xivth) to his VUticus, besides 
much that it tells us not otherwise known of Horace 
in RuRE «uo and of his employments there, most 
fortunately tells us also. from what pests or pleaaiu-es 
that abode of Sabine virtue was free, 
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w. 21—26. ' fornix tibi et uncta popina 

Incutiunt Urbis desiderium^ video; et quod 
Angulus iste feret piper et tus ocius uva; 
Nec vicina subest^ vinum praebere tabeitia 
Quse possit tibi; nec meretrix tibicina, cujus 
Ad strepitum salias terrae gravis^ &c. 

In consequence of this discovery, for in its application 
I believe it so to be, we are enabled directly to mark 
the scene of several of his writings as limited either 
to Rome or to Tivoli ; and thus we distinguish, very 
often, with little difficulty, what the great city allowed 
him to write from what the vacuum Tihur suggested 
or inspired. 

Look at the light and elegant ode to Phyllis. 4 C. xi. 

w. 2, 3. Est in horto^ | Phylli, nectendis ^ium coronis^ &c. 

But he had no hortus at Rome; as the same Epistle 
testifies, 

w. 41, 2. ' invidet usum 

Lignorum et pecoris tibi calo argutus et korti: 

therefore this Ode was not written in that city. 
Horace goes on thus: 

w. 34, 5. condisce modos, amanda | Voce quos reddas. 

But here is the meretrix tibicina^ or a lady hardly of 
purer quality : therefore it was not written in the valley. 
Of course Tivoli was the scene of this gay celebra- 
tion of MaBcenas's birth-day. 

(2.) Let us proceed to place in the true light that 
beautiful Ode with its rational piety, Ctelo mpinas^ S^c. 
3t C. XXIII. The Rustica Phidyley there addressed, is

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considered as haviiig been haud dubie Villica in Jiindv 
Horatii Sahino; and even thc grave and cautioiis 
Gesner says, Lepida certe Dacerii et Sanadoni su»picio, 
Horatium astute dissimulatd Epicurei persond sic 
voluisse impedire, ne in villd sud nimii sumtus Jiereat 
in sacrificia. 

Now if the reader of that Ode will but look to v. 5, 
he will discern among the blessings which Phidyle 
might expect: 

Nec pestilentem sentiet Afrlcum 
Facunda vitis. 

Let him turii then to the Epistle (xiv.) ad FilUcum 
suum, and there he will read at v. 23, 

Angulas iste feret tus et piper ociua uvo. 

The Sabine valley then prodnced no grapes at that 
time. And as to the Sirocco, elsewhere called the 
Plumheus Auster oi Autumn (2 S. vi. 16 — 19.), so 
far from being annoyed with it there, Horace fled in 
montem et in arces ex urbe on purpose to avoid it : 
very often for two months, apparently, or more : Sextilem 
totum. (1 B. VII. 2.) Septembribus horis (xvi. 16.) 

In one word then, what is the plain inference from 
all this? Phidyle was a farmer's wife in the neigh- 
bourhood of Tivoli. 

But we have not yet done with this Ode. From 
Tivoli or the high grounds near it, Phidyle might 
probably see Algidum or Alba {vv. 9 — 11.) In the 
Sabine valley, the Villica of Horace (if such a 
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person there was) most assuredly could see nothing of 
the kind; and was far too remote to hear anything 
of places like those. There would have been a viola- 
tion of all nature and probability in addressing such 
an Ode, even nomine tentts^ to a person so circum- 
stanced. 

Then too, (v. 16.), from whence was the myrtie 
to come? from the same genial soil which yielded the 
rosey the ivy^ the apium and the vine; from the mite 
soLum Tihuris (1 C. xviii. 2.), to be sure. 

(3.) On similar intemal evidence to that contained 
in the two Odes, 4 C. xi, and 3 C. xxiii. I should date 
in Tivoli the invitation to Quinctius Hirpinus, 2 C. xi. 

Quid bellicosus Cantaher^ S§c. Examine if you 
please the foUovdng particulars:

Lyden? ehurnd dic age cum lyrd, &c. 

18 — 20. Quis puer ocius

and let the hdc pinu be especially remarked. 

On the authority of Mr Hobhouse (in his note 71 
to Canto IV of Childe Harold) and from his own lively 
report we learn, " that the Pine is now as it was in 
the days of Virgil, a garden tree; and that there is 
not" at present, "a Pine in the whole valley" of 
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Licenza. I venture to add, that not one verse of ] 
Horace decisively records one Pine m that valley ; and 
it is barely possible, that in the course of the few year» 
which elapsed betwixt the 2d book of Satires and the 
2d or 3d book of Odes, any Pine tree of Horace's 
own planting there should have been imminens vilUs 
(3 C. XXII. 5.) or as in the Ode before us, like Virgirs 
plarte tree, (Geo. iv. 146.) ministrans potantihus «m- 
bras. ] 

For Quinctitis Hirpinus in particular, it is quite 
clear, that he had never visited (what friend of Horace 
ever did visit?) the vale of Licenza: or we should not 
have now possessed that Epistle (the xvith) with the 
Poefs description of his delight (hie latebrie diilces) in 
the Sabine valley and of the romantic beaaty (amtents) 
which adomed it. 



(4.) Horace had a way of his own, an ohliqtie way 
of mentioning sources of anxiety or objects of ambitious 
desire in other men, from which he considered himself 
fortunately free. 

Thus in a passage of the Ist Epode, to Mfficenas, 
Ihis Lihiirnis inter alta navium, &c. in which he so ] 
tcnderly begs as his companion to share the dangers 
of the ensuing war (called Acttan froin its issue) ; he 
declares his heart to be influenced by honest affection 
alone, by no speculation of splendid rcward.

It will hardly be believed, that instead of seeing in 
these lines a disavowal of all wealth and splendol', 
some critics have found in the two last the fancied 
enlargement of a magnificent villa at Tusculum which 
Horace already possessed there! Chaupy, Vol. ii. 
pp. 262, 3. with great acuteness sets this matter in 
it's true light. 

Let us take another instance. 

Horace in a moody and wayward humour, real or 
affected, 1 E. viii. Ceko gaudere^ &c. instructs the 
Muse thus to answer if Celsus Albinovanus should 
enquire about him : 

dic^ multa et pulchra minantem^ 



Vivere nec recte nec suaviter; haud quia grando 
Contuderit oites, oleamve momorderit aestus^ 
Nec quia longinquis armentum aegrotet in agris ; 
Sed quia mente minus validus^ &c. &c. 

That is, denying olive yards and mneyards to be the 
cause of his fretftilness, he in fact disclaims the owner- 
8bip of either: and he disclaims also any possession of 
what even in the privileged hour of dedication he had 
declined to ask from ApoUo Palatinus. 

Non sestuosse grata Calahria: 
Armenta, 1 C. xxxi. 5, 6. 



The vale of Licenm, let it be remarked, appears a,t 
that time to have grown iieither vinex nor olives. 
Eveii now, though the difference of culture, as Mr 
Sradstreet assures us (pp. S5, 27-) haa introduced a 
great number of olives, &c. the grapes do not succeed 
so kindly, as the hardler fruit trees, and still produce 
but a rough kiud of wine. 

After this indirect determination of the extent 
of Horace's wealth, it may not be amiss to render the 
statement in some measure complete by noticing the 
lines, ambiguous certainly, which commence the Bpis- 
tle (xvi) to Quinctius Hirpinus. 

Ne perconteris, futidus meus, optime Quinti, 
Arm pascat herum, an baccis opulentet oliva, 
Pomisne, an pratis, an amicta vitibus iilmo; 
Scribetur tibi forma loquacit^r et situs agri. 
Continui imntes; nisi dissocientur opacd 
Valle: sed ut veniens dextrum latus aspiciat Sol, 
LEcvum decedens curru fugiente vaporet. 
Temperiemlaudea: quid, si rubjcunda benigne 
Corna vepres et pruna fenint? si quercus et ilex 
Multa^ruge pecus, raulta dominum juvat ambrSf 
Dicas adductum pTapla& Jrondere Tarentum. 

From this pasBage, BT Chaupij, (Vol. i. pp. 335.) in 
defiance of Sanadon and the coramon interpreters, 
avowedly so, maintains that Horace's estate was richly 
productive of olives, grapes, and otlier Jine fruits also. 
Now, in good truth, if from these lines (liable enough, 
perhaps, if taken alone, to be misunderstood) wc had. 
to gain oiu- only intelligence on the subject, the con' 
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tiUMi montes with the opacd vcdle in that high elevation 
might indeed he pleaded against the prohahle culture 
oi the vine: and still it could not palpahly he made 
out, that the cornfieldy the meadoWy and the wood vdth 
its fvild JruitSy really constituted the whole income of 
our Poefs estate. But from the definite ohject on 
which the great pains were taken, the improvement 
and extension of his arable land,

From a detail of facts like these, we may well conclude, 
that the Poefs answer to Quintius might have hriefly 
stood thus.

unquestionahly, however, the ground in tillage formed 
the most profitahle souree of revenue and nearly the 
whole of it.

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Let thus much then suffice to show the clear and in- 
disputable connection betwixt the localities of Horace 
and the right understanding of many other most im- 
portant points in his writings or in his character.

Part II. 



A SKETCH of the principal facts and circumstances 
iu the early life of Horace, especially where that tends 
to illustrate the formation of his character as afterwards 
seen iu his writings, shaU next he attempted. 

The father of Horace, after having gained his 
fireedom in the family from which that distinguisbed 
name was derived to his son, was doubtless for many 
years afberwards in the laborious and profitable offiqe 
(1 S. VI. 86.) of a Coactor at sales by auction; and 
had gathered together a considerable property by suc- 
cess in that employment. 

At this period of the Roman Commonwealth, the 
eondition of the Lihertini was fast rising to that im^ 
portance on account of its wealth, which afterwards 
exposed it to so much neither merited nor reasonable 
indignation from the Ingenui, whose poverty was em- 
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bittered by their pride. Whoever now reads in TuUy 
(Offices. L. I. C. 42.) Jam de artificiis et qutssttbus, 
qui Uberales habendi, qui sordidi sint, ^c. will in a 
monient discern, that so many lucrative and not ne- 
cessarily disgracefol employments, given up entirely to 
men of servile origin, must have lowered and lessened 
the class of old citizens without raising a elass of new 
to occupy their rank and their influence in tbe state: 
the vacuum in fact was very imperfectly and very 
unhappily filled up. 

Among the Liberttni upon record it might be 
difficult to point out any one person entitled to a 
bigher degree of rcspeet than Horaee the elder. And 
in the year b. c. 66. (wben the Mithridatic war was 
committed to Pompey by the Maiiilian law) we may 
probably cnough fix that worthy man's cstablishinent 
and marriage in the neigbbourhood of Venusia upon 
the Lar et Fundus (2 B. ii, 52.) in which he had 
investcd the whole of his honest acquisitions. 

On tbat estate tben, not far from the town of 
Venusia, apparently very near to tbe river Aufidus, 
t

more than once in his writings, wbile be distinctly 
marks tbe place of bis hirth, records it as inauspicious 
for any chance of poetic famc to thc nativc of a spot 
«o rude and ohscure.

In B. c. 63. (the year famous for the Constdship of 
TuUy and the Plot of Catiline) there came to Rome 
where he taught, "majore fama quam emolumento!" 
a very celehrated Schoolmaster ; OrbUius Pupillus 
Beneventanus, hetter known as the Plagosus Orbilius 
(2 E. I. 70-1.) under whose chastising hand Horace, 
on being carried from his native place to that city, 
was destined first to smart and to learn. 

No idea is here entertained of hitting the exact 
year for that extraordinary incident which marked the 
childhood of Hoface: hut some aid may he given to 
memory, if b.c. 60. he assumed for it, the year of 
the first triumvirate, that hetwixt Pompey, Crassus 
and Caesar. 

^*In sooth," almost from his cradle, young Horace 
"was no vulgar hoy;" if we may credit his own story, 
with the interpretation of it hy the neighhours attached 
to circumstances of so surprising and delightful a nature. 

In the spring therefore b. c. 60. (in the spring, for 
it was novd Jronde) when Horace was a few months 
beyond his fourth year complete, that danger and 
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deliverance befel him in his adventurous wanderings, 
which no pen shoidd describe but his own.

It may be a more difficult attempt to assign the pro- 
bable year, in which the elder Horace, dissatisfied 
with the country school of Flavius, determined to 
remove with his son to Rome^ for the benefit of the 
highest instruction which could there be obtained. 
That son, on the retrospect of this interesting period, 
when he asserts his own exemption as well from low 
profiigacy as &om the sordes of avarice; gives this 
accoimt of whatever was innocent or amiable in the 
whole of his character.

Horace at the time of their migration, I think; could 
hardly be less than twelve years old. That age will 
agree well enough with the term, mihi parvo, which 
chronicles the stripes of Orbilius (2B. 1 — 70.): and 
an earlier date, I fear, will hardly allow sufficient age 
for many points of observation on Ufe and manners, 
picked up by the boy Horace before quitting the neigh- 
bourhood of Venusia. I speak advisedly, when I say, 
that there appears no proof or vestige of his ever 
having lived in that coimtry again: a hasty visit, per- 
haps, in some year soon after the battle of Philippi, 
seems the only feasible supposition, which his own 
history of his life and writings will possibly admit. 

Before he left the banks of the Aufidus, let us 
see what remarks had occurred to his mind: the fol« 
lowing instances are not void of interest.

The character of the mral population of Italy cannot 
be too reverently traced, with a view to show by what 
virtues (hunianly speaking) Rome became mistress of 
the world: 

4C.XV. 12-16. Per quas Lattnum nomen et Italte 
Crevere vires, famaque et impeti 
Porrecta majestas ad ortum 
Solis ab Hesperio cubili. 



At some time then b. c. 53. (a year famous for 
the calamity of Crassus in the East) or b. c. 52. (a 
year remarkable for the death of Clodius and the oration 
pro Milone)t in Horace'8 twelfth or thirteenth year of J 
age we may probably fix his migration to Rome. 
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From that date, till he took the Toga Virilis, may 
be reckoned the first period of his literary and his moral 
education. Under Orbilius he appears to have heen 
early instructed in the antique poems of Livius Andro- 
nictis.

His leaming of the Greek language would foUow next, 
and his pride in hecoming acquainted with the Iliad,

an acquaintance which at a much later period,* we know, 
he cultivated with renewed edification and delight.

But besides all this, the extent of those liberal instruc- 
tions which at any cost his father obtained for him, 
the handsome style of appearance which placed him 
on a level with the first gentleman's son in Rome, 
and then the patemal prudence which at once secured 
for hiiu the accomplishments of mind with purity of 
morals,. shall now with the best efiect be exhibited 
in his own language, that of the most grateful of sons.

We have next to eontemplate Horacc in a new ligbt,. 
as trained under his father's eye to beeome the fiiture 
Censor and Satirist of that avaricious and luxiuious, 
that voluptuous and yet superstitious age. Iii his very 
earliest efforts as an Author, when he apologises for 
the freedom exercised on the follies and vices of those 
around him, he gives all the credit of that cherisbed 
inclination, very distinctly, to the wise lessons of hia 
admirable parent ; aud that too aftcr disclaiming any 
toleration for personal malignity in thc very strongest 
terms. The whole of that Satire, EiipoUs atque 
Cratinus, §c. (1 S. iv.), though in compositiou some- 
what careless and desultory, must be careftdly studied 
by any Scholar, who wishes to compreheud the cha- 
racter of Horace's mind in that its moment of greatest 
fire and efFervescence. {Pectoris in dulcijiiventd/ereor. 
1 C. XVI. 22—24.) 

It is important also to show by what influence of' 
his father's instruction, at a yet earlier stage, young 
Horace, from being wamed to avoid such or such an 
example of profligacy, was afterwards led to make it 
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the object {iUudens chartis) of his keen and playful 
satire also. 

1 S. iv. 103—109. Uberius si 

Dixero quid^ si forte jocosius; hoc mihi juris 
Cum venia dabis. insuevit pater optimus hoc me^

In this career of unexampled advantages (what son of 
a Roman Senator could enjoy more?), it becomes a 
nice question to fix how long he retained the enjoy- 
ment of such a father's guidance and love. The latest 
allusion to that parenfs precepts may rather seem to 
indicate, that he did not live till his son became in- 
vested with the Toga Virilis and with the disctetion 
attached to it.

From this very last mention (no later hint of time 
any where occurs) of Horace's being under his father^s 
eye, one may safely conclude, that the good old man 
must have died before the soii entered on his seven- 
teenth year. Let that in the absence of all certainty 
be conc^ed as a probable calculation.

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Iii B. c. 4S. theii, the yoiing Horace assumed the 
Toga ViriUs, and beeame his own mastcr with suc- 
cession to his fathcr's cstate. This year too may well 
be remembered, from its giving date to the battle of 
Pharitnlia. 



A J.ONi; interval iiow occurs from b. c. 48. to the 
battle of Philippi in 42. for which the materials extant 
are exceediogly scaaty; from the 17th to the 23d year 
of Horace's age. 

In the passage already quoted

he gives no intimation whatever of the time which 
elapsed, bnt says at once. v. 43.

ScUicet ut posseiii curvo dignoscere rectum, 
Atque inter sylvas Academi quicrere verum. 

Of these lines it may not be impertinent to suggest, 
that while the study of morai truth was included in 
the third, the science of Geometry was meant to be 
described in the second. That science was then pur- 
sued as a fit exercise and discipline for the intellcctual 
facidties, independcntly of any benefit from the know- 
ledge which it yields; and the admirable Qmntilian 
in his day rcfers with great respect to that as an 
established opinion, before he delivers a professional 
judgement of his own on its usefiilness otherwise.

- If Horace tells us little of himself while a resident 
in Athens, he gives a yet shorter account of the cause 
which removed him from a spot apparently so much 
entitled to his veneration: but he wrote this at a late 
period of his life. 

V. 46. Dura sed emovere loco me tempora grato. 

Whenever he began to reside at Athens, probably 
B. c. 47. his attainments there in Greci^n literature 
must have been very considerable, from the early al- 
lusions made in the Satires alone. 1 S. iv. 1. 2 S. iii. 
11, 12: where besides Archilochus^ we have JEupoHs^ 
Cratinus and Aristophanes^ mentioned, as well as 
Plato and Menander. During his stay in that city, 
it would doubtless gratify his natural taste for retire- 
ment, as the Vacuum Tibur (1 E. vii. 45.) afterwards 
did in more settled indulgence.

Horace might in B. c. 45. have formed acquaintance 
with the son of Cicero, somewhat his senior, who was 
sent to Athens in the April of that year : but not a 
vestige exists of any such fact. The Messala and 
BibuluSy so splendidly grouped in the list of his friends, 
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1 S. X. 81 — 6, &c. (a Loeus Classicus in the biography 
of Horace) we may fairly presume to have been there 
and well known to him ; for Tully tells us, that two 
young men of those very names, very soon after his 
son went, were going to that eelebrated seat of leaming'. 

Of all the Sodales of Horace, however, not one 
seems to have been more dearly beloved by him, and 
in all probability on a friendship eommenced as we 
may say tDhen at Colhge together, than Pompeiua 
Farus. That Ode, O sispe mecum (2 C. vir.), which 
after so many years of long separation records the joy- 
ful hour of thelr meetiiig again, is imbued with all the 
spirit of the kind-hearted man and the convivial bard. 
As an authentic record also (in part) of Horace's own 
history, it is invaluable; ranking iudeed with those 
principal sources of authentie intelligence, Nujic ad 
me redeo. 1 S. vi. 45 — 131. and Bonus nutriri. 3 E. ii. 
41—52. 

With a verse in that Bpistle it may be worth 
tlie while to compare two lines of the Ode, as iio bad 
example of Horace tracked in his own snow. 

vv. 15, 16. Te rursua in beUum reaorbens 

Unda fretis tidit assluosis. 
V. 47. CivilJBque Tudem belli luHt astm in arnia, &c. 



The bad eonscience or the diseased mind, the Atra 
Cura, of our Poet may be similarly traced, and 
without interest, through the differcnt stages of

About this period of the life of Horace, from his 
first residence in Athens to the hattle of Philippi in- 
clusive, the following notice of different places which 
he appears to have visited, will he quite sufficient for 
any illustration of his character or writings to he derived 
from that source.

This question apparently was meant to hit the veiy 

point of his frien(l's absurdity in acting as he did. 

Horace then supposes BuUatius thus to reply to 
him, as equally with himself knowiiig the spot alluded 
to, <

But here again, Horace most acutcly and sensibly re- 
joins.

The dialogue of the Epistle thus analysed may he 
talten tp exemplify a great peculiarity in the manuer 
of Horaee ; I mcan, in the delicate, sudden, and slightly 
marked transitions, of whieh his readers have justly 
to complain. The hasty and involved style of the 
Satires on this ground alone affords frequent matteJ 
of obscurity and douht: while in the high-finished and 
perspicuous composition (generally so) of tlie Epistles^ 
difficulty from that cause very seldom occurs. 

If there be any truth in these principles of criti- 
cism, no scholar with any judgement or taste to dii 
criminate could possibly imagine, for instance, that 

2 S. viii. 95. Canidia adffasset, pejor serpentibus atris, 
and 1 E. i. 1. Pnma dicte mihi, sutnma dicende CBincena, 
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were ever written in conttnuity^ as they have stood 
hitherto edited. The great and striking diiBference in 
the whole tone and style of composition hetwixt the 
Satire and the Epistle loudly forhids such an idea. 
Horace in the interval hetween those two hooks^ had 
evidently hecome hoth an older man and a sounder 
as well as a more elegant writer. 

To retuni to Athens: early in B. c. 43. on the 
arrival of Brutus, then raising an army to oppose the 
second triumvirate, " all the young nohility and gentry 
of Rome^" whom he found in that seat of education, 
most readily joined his standard. The son of the 
great Cicero, we know, hecame a JLegatus under him : 
young Horace served in the rank of military trihune. 

1 S. vi. 48. Quod mihi pareret legio Romana tribuno. 

The great hattle of Philippi took place, towards 
the end of the year b: c. 42. And Horace shared iri 
the common ruin of the unfortunate Repuhlicans. 
The proscription, perhaps, did not reach him : in the 
confiscation he certainly was involved. Of the worse 
eonsequences of that hattle to himself he speaks thus : '

while in respect of his escape afterwards from ill fortune,

we may without miich hesitation assume, that when 
retuming home by sea, in the winter B. c. 42 | 41. he 
encountered that peculiar danger off Capc Falinurus, 
which he so gTatefiUly classes with his other deliverances.

In the spring then b. v. 41. Horaee is once more 
at Rome. Out of the scattered hiuts which remain, 
the following hrief narrative may with a fair claini 
to credibility be drawn up. The words victis partibua 
venid impetratd of Suetonin.t in fitd Horatii express 
uo more than what Horace's actual return to Rome 
would in itself imply. But as the estate in the neigh- 
bourhood of ^^enusia was certainly gone, tHe next 
fact asserted, Scriptum qiKsstorium comparavit, may 
require some ingenuity to conjectiu-e, how hc could buy 
for himself a patent place as clerk in the Treasury ; 
which of course must have been the lower way of 
getting admission into that respectable office. That 
such purchases were made, and as early as B. c. 70. 
appears to bc an unquestionable fact, from Cicero, /« 
Verrem. L. iii, ^. 78, 9, &c. Of so much as is quoted 
of that Oration by the acute and diligent Ernesti, in 
his Clavis Ciceroniana, under thc word Scriba, the 
followiiig cxtract may sufficc. 
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Scrib^Bf qui digni sunt illo ordine, patres familias, 
viri boni atque honesti — ad eos me revoca. Noli hos 
colligere, qui nummulis corrogaiis de nepotum donis, 
ac de scenicorum coroUariifi, cum decuriam emerunt, ex 
primo ordine explosorum, in secundum ordinem dvi- 
tatis se venisse dicunt. Mirabimur turpes aliquos ibi 
esse, quo cuivis licet pretio pervenire? 

The whole passage in the original is singularly 
curious, especially under the head of coUyhus and ceror- 
rium ; , as showing the extent of knavery which then 
could be practised in the provincial govemments of 
Rome. 

But in the apparent wreck of all his fortunes, it 
may be asked, how was Horace enabled to buy this 
Munus ScrihtB^ this decuriam? nummulis corrogatis^ 
it may be answered : but from whence the corrogatio ? 
Perhaps, from good-natured friends still at Rome, even 
in those days of confusion: perhaps, it has sometimes 
struck my mind, from persons in the neighbourhood 
of Venusia, where on old accounts in his long absence 
unsettled, money might yet be due to him for arrears 
of rent. 

At all events, however, one can hardly resist the 
conclusion, that Horace did buy a kind of patent place 
as clerk in the Treasury. The words of Suetonius, 
9criptum qu€estorium comparavit^ are quite express and 
distinct. The allusion in the well known passage^ 
where his presence was required at a general meet* 
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2 S. VL. 36, 7- De r^' communi scriba magna atque nova te 
Orabant hodie meminisHes, Qiiint«, reveiti : 

is inexplicable on any other hypotliesis : the old com- 
mentator in Cruquius asserts it without scruple. And- 
if OHC may supposf, that the duties of the place coidd 
be performed by deputy with occasional attendance of 
tbe principal, nothing can bc more natural than so td 
interpret two lines in the Epistle (xiv) to his Villicusj 

vv. 16, 17. Me constare mihi scis, et diacedere tristeni, 
Quandociinque trahunt invisa negoiia Romam. 

Nor is it impcrtinent to reinark, that if the profits of 
the situatioii bore any proportion to the increase of 
the public reveiiue after the year b. c. 41. Horacc must 
have found his original purchase a very iucky one, in 
the twenty years or more, during which he seems to 
have retained it, 

Whatever were Horace's means of living during 
the period which clapsed before he was enriched by 
Miecenas with the Sabine cstate ; from his own descrip- 
tion of the style in which he lived at Rome,

adequatc to so frugal an expenditure. His usual diet, 
indeed, was little altered by his increase of fortune, 
itself not very largc in tho,se tiracs.

When he had got the Sabine estate,. the value of 
which we are partly enabled to estimate by the eight 
daves VLYOVL it,

the plainest fare; though as we are told at the con- 
clusion, there would be a small party to meet him.

The Jirst introduction of Horace to the acquaint- 
ance and fevor of Maecenas, that most memorable of 
all events in his life, may be placed in B. c. 41. 

1 S. vi. 64, 6. optimus olim 

Virgilius, post hunc Varius, dixere^ quid essem. 

And perhaps rather late in that year : for some time 
must be allowed to elapse after his retum from Philippi, 
before Virgil and Varius could well acquire a sufficient 
knowledge of his genius and his worth, to which they 
were strangers before. 
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But for his second visit to M^eeiias, with the 
latitude of a round number (v. 61. revocas nono post 
mense) we may assign an earlier date to it in b. c. 4ft. 
than a strict computation would admit. 

From the year B. c. 40. when Horace could for the' 
first time retort on those who had envied his rise, tbft 
proud fact itself with the moral praise implied in it, 

1 S. vi. 47- Nunc quia sum tibi, Ma;cenas, convictor : 

down to the year in which his patron gave him that. 
estate in the Sabine hills ; the personal history cS 
Horace raust be traced in the first book of Satires, 
The composition of that book evideutly belongs to the- 
years fixed by Bentley, and probably enough to a year; 
or two lowcr down. 

Two Satires alone in the number of those ten seeta 
to require any particular notice, from political connectioa 
with the times to which, by the subjects of them, the 
reader's mind is natiu-ally carried. 

The joiurney to Bruadustum (Sat. v.) when detH"» 
mined to the right year in the spring ' of b, c. 38. 
wiU receive the only farther illustration which it can. 
admit or requlre, fiom the contemporary annals* of the

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Commouwealth, or from Mr Cramer's Description of 
Andent Italy. The most beautiful passage in that 
poem shows how rapid and deep the growth of affection 
had been betwixt Horace and his two friends, Virgil 
and Varius : of Plotius we know little but by name. 

vv. 3d-44. Postera lux oritur multo gratissima: namque 
Plotius et Varius Sinuessae^ Firgiliusque 
Occurrunt; animae, quales neque candidiores 
Terra tulit^ neque quis me sit devinctior alter.

The viith Satire, Proscripti Begis Bupili, &c. might 
be supposed (and not without some plausibility) to have 
been Horace's earliest attempt in Satiric writing. In 
that view, M' Sanadon speciously enough assigns for 
its date a few months before the battle of Philippi, 
and even discovers an argument in its juvenile careless* 
ness of composition, to favour that date. 

The old Scholiast, however, quoted by Baxter, ap- 
pears to give a different and as I understand it, a very 
satisfactory account of the matter. 

Publius Rupilius cognomine Rex, Praenestinus, com- 
milito ftdt Horatii in castris Bruti. Hic aegre ferens 
quod Horatius Tribunus esset, saepe ignobilitatem ge- 
neris illi objiciebat : idcirco nunc eum ex personS alterius

This idea derives additional support and develope- 
tnent firom two remarks of the judicious Gesner.

So considered, this Satire will be found not un» 
happily subjoined a& a kiud of Appendix to the vithj 
Non quia M<BCenas, which bcars (vv. 6-45.) libertino 
patre natum for it's burden. 

In all the books of Horace, indeed, those of Satires» 
of Epodes, of Odes, and of Epistlcs, as the eonstituent 
parts now staud arrauged in each, I am strongly oi 
opinion, that after a due allowance for rnuch caprice 
and casualty pcrhaps, tliere may still be discovered 
great ingenuity shown by Horace himself in the clos^ 
successiou by which some pieces are brought together^ 
and not lcss of skill, judgement, aud dclicacy in th% 
intcntional disjuuction of others. 

The peculiar considcration here suggested from int 
ternal evidence, will support the whole hypotliesis of 
Bentlcy by a traiu of argument not perhaps suspecte^. 
before. To exemplify the nature of that reasoning, If^ 
a few clear instances suffice for the present, 

Thus then the general similitude of subject in thft 
two Epistles, XVII. to ScEeva, aud xviii. to Lolliu8| 
thougli addressed to two characters totally dissimilat^^ 
doubtlesB led to their juxtaposition when published, 

The vth Epode on Canidia, is by several others 
scparatcd from the xviith on the same Beldame-I 
evidently to keep tbe pathetic and the horrible apart 
in reading from the invective aud ironical. 
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. Totake another example frdm the same fattiily: ^ 
The fwa Odes (1 C. xvi. xtii.) O matre putchrd^ &c: 
^nd Velox amoenum, &c. are now generally considered 
^s addressed toi one person, the daughter of Canidia^ 
Imder the Greek name of Tyridaris. Assuming as a 
&ct what is most highly probable, then, in the position 
of the apology first and of the invitation immediately 
afterwatds, we instantly see the fine address of the 
Poet." Once disjoin the two odes m arrangement: 
by what attraction should they find their way back 
again ? 

M' Sanadon, instead of recognising thd^ crmmosi 
lamhi (w. 2, 3.) in the extant Epodes v and. xvii, 
imagines those libellous verses to be lost ; and as well 
in digoining as in conjoining — on a plan of his own — 
the difierent pieces here alluded to, surpasses even 
his usual reach of extravagance. 



Ix is time to proeeed to the iid Book of Satires. 
A& far however as the personal history of Horace is 
involved in settling the question of his localities, I 
have already anticipated in. thafe labour the principal 
remarks which belong to this part of the Dissertation. 
Nor will the reader be displeased, after so' extendcj^ 
and: discursive a range, to be told that we are now 
approaching towards the conclusion of my original d§- 
sign. A few points only reinaiu to bripg matters 

e 
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down to the closing datc of the Epodcs. And then, 
the writings of Horace either in the Odes or in the 
Epistles, when those works are once set in chronological 
order, may well be allowed to tell the story of his life, 
which in fact his writings then constitute; illustrated 
only hy a few references to the pubiic annals of Rome. 

Let us now take up thc second book of Satires. 
At this stage of Horacc's history, when he was juat 
possessed of the Sabine estate, we find him forming 
grand resolutions as a kind of eensor and moralist. 

2 S. iii. 9. Atqui vultuB erat multa et prfficlara mlnantis, 

He had retired on the Satumalia into the country for 
leisure and for warmth. 

V. 10. Si vacnum tepido cepisset viUula terto. 
The latter charms we know the country possessed. 
1 E. X. 15. Est ubi plua tepeant hyemes? 

(vel apricatione, vel igni from the Cato Major, ^. xvi. 
may be taken for explanation of it.) 

On this design, in packing up his books to carry 
with him from Rome, he did not forget {v. 12,) Ar- 
ekilockus: and when we come to the Epodes, we shall 
discover in the assaults on Mena (iv), on Cassiu* 
Severus (vi), on Mcevius (x), and on other unlucky 
objects of his wratb, that in studying under that great 
master of lambic bittemesa he had karned his trade 
well. 
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Thid &ct too, in its way, is demonstrative of the Epodes 
being absurdly coUocated in the old order before the 
Satires : the firuit produced, and then the tree planted ! 

Of the vith Satire {Uoc erat in votis^ &c.) good use 
has been made in the former part of this Dissertation, 
as bearing on the great object, to illustrate the life 
aiid localities of Horace: one only remark shall be 
drawn firom it now. 

In the golden treatise De Senectute (J. Xiv.) old 
Cato describes in general his convivial enjoyments: 
Me vero et magisteria delectant^ &c. He proceeds to . 
transfer the scene into the country: quae quidem in 
Sabinis etiam persequi soleo; conviviumque vicinorum 
quotidie compleo, quod ad multam noctem, quam 
maxime possumus, vario sermone producimus. 

Yet even Cato^s party, in his hour of enthusiasm, 

(3 C. xxi. ll^ 12. Narratur et prisd Catonis 

Ssepe tnero incaluisse virtus.) 

eould hardly have enjoyed with higher zest 

'^ The feast a£ reason and the flow of soul ;* 

than Horace gave and received in that delightful society, 
which at his own villa (Sabine also) he so cordially en- 
tertained.

With those neighbours of his, to whose cheerfiil in- 
atruction he contributed while yet a novus incola among' 
them, he appears to have been a great favorite froi» 
his earliest residence. And many years after he first 
occupied that estate,

we find not only every sign of their being reconcili 
to his superiority, for such it must have been, bul 
the best proofs possible of good sense and good huraoui 
on his part and tbeirs. He amused himself with rustic, 
labour, for which his figure {pinguts, 1 E. iv, 15. and 
Corporis exigui, xx. 24.) did not exactly adapt him 
and they as natiu-ally laiighed at his awkwardness, 

vv. 37-39. Non istic obliquo oculo mea commoda quisquam 
Limat, non odio obscuro morsuque venenat: 
Rident vicini glebas et saxa moventem. * 



In passing to the Epodes, very little appears ftl 
remark to my piu-pose which is not already forestalla 
We havc seen Horace carry the Poems of Archilochm 
with him for study and imitatiou into the Sabine valleyvl 
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And as we know tlief severe model of correctness iBr 

writing which he laid down for himself arid enforced 

upon others, the conclusion is fair, that he had taken 

most faithfiil pains with the task, when he afterwardij 

expresses such pride in the execution. 

] E. xix. 21-25. Libera per vacuum posui vestigia princeps^ 

Non aliena meo pressi pede. qui sibi fidit^ 
Dux regit exameh. Parios ego primus lambos 
Ostendi Latio; numeros animosque secutus 
Archilochi^ non res et agentia verba Lycamben. 

By the bye, Horace has paid himself a compliment 
here which truth does not warrant. Canidia ajone 
might testify, that when in the Parian vein, Horace 
wanted neither talent nor bitterness to drive a Ly- 
eambes mad. 

On the historical bearing of the book of Epodes,. 
Bothing can be more satisfactory and singularly distinct 
than the paragraph here quoted from Mr Clinton'»^ 
Pastl Hellenici, under the year b. c, 31. 

"Horatii £pod. 1. was written before the battle of Actium. 
Spod. - ?• refers to the war as then impending, 
Epod. 9. is written immediately after the battle, 
Epod. 13. in winter before the end of the civil war. 

These incidents confirmthe date of Bentley for the Book o^ Bpodes.** 



The Odes and Epistles^ it has been truly saidy 
when once placed in the just order of time, jnay bc: 
fairly left to themselves for illustration, as constituting 
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the poetical at oiice and persoual history of Horace. 
But then the localities of the bard are presumed to 
be already ascertained and fixed : without that essential 
proviso, even the chromlogical arrangement of his 
boots would fail to exhibit many propricties and deli- 
cacies, entwined in the local circumstances of the party 
addressing or the party addressed. Is it then too 
much to arrogate, that the labour now for the first 
time bestowed on distinguishing the three several reai- 
dences of Horace, has laid the ground-work at least 
for a clearer nnderstanding of many of his writings, 
than ever engaged the speculation of any commentator 
before ? 

In this restitution of Horace, at first sight, the 
greatest revulsion is likely to arise on seeing the thircl 
and fourth books of Odes here separated by the first 
book of Epistles. But then the lapse of several years^ 
between the third book of Odes and the fourth hai 
been demonstrated necessary to reconcile the morM 
and political phenomena in the mean while producedt 
to anything like a probable course of human events. 

Fortunately, too, the publication of the fourth book 
of Odes, from many striking points in it, seems b 
have excited a very early attention. The traditioi 
of Suetonius, for instance, that Augustus felt a stronj 
desire for that high tribute of fame whieh a Poet a 
such talent might confer, carries with it every reason* 
able evidence of truth, as to thc origin of the PoemV 
alludcd to. 
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Scripta quidem ejUs usque adeo probavit, mansura- 
que perpetuo opinatus est, ut non modo Saeculare car-^ 
men componendum injunxerit, sed et Vindelicam yi&- 
toriam Tiberii Drusique privignorum suorum; eumque 
co^erit propter hoc, tribus Carminum Libris ex longo 
mtervaUo quartum addere. 

Other eonsiderations too may here deserve our re-^ 
gard. The very mixture of articles, in matter certainly 
baser^ if not in execution, compared ivith so much 
magnificence in the principal Odes of the ivth book^ 
ii enough to indicate something extraordinary. Ih the 
few words of Gesner indeed prefixed to that book of 
Odes, the whole secret is thus briefly told. 

Mihi sic videbatur: cum semel placuisset novum 
fibrum edere, in eum conjectAm esse quidquid ad 
manus erat. 

A stronger line of remark, it appears to me, yet 
lemains to be traced. No Prologos or Epilogos attends 
this eollection of Odes, such as we have read in the 
former books. Gesner, the most judicious of critics 
<m Horace, in the few lines of comment prefixed to 
ihe Ode:

very ealmly but very acutely observes, on a declaration 
80 proud and so final; 

Videtur Horatius htc Ode finire omnino voluisse 
fibios carminum. Hinc vetus Scriptor vitse ait coactum 
ab Augusto tribus carminum libris ea longo intervaUo 
quartuin addere. 
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But liow eomes it to pass, it may be asked, tbat 
in the fourth book of Odes thc nanie of Maeceiias no 
where is recorded? 

Diminutioii of kinduess in the geuerons patron, orl 
abatemcnt of gratitude in the honest-hearted client^ J 
cannot for a moment be imagined. My solutiou of 1 
the difliculty, for such it may seem, shall be stated 1 
very briefly. 

After the manner in which Horace liad celehrated 
the noble qualities of Mtecenas in his Satires, Epodes 
and Odes to the Sd book inclusive, could any addition 
of compHment be expected from the most grateful of 
men and the most felicitous of writers? 

And yet, if the first book of Epistles be justly placed 
after thc third book of Odes, as in our chronology lt.| 
follows ncxt, a great accession of honorable testimonyJ 
was yet to come, in the Ist, 7th and 19th EpistlegJ 
of that most curious and valuable book. As cstablishingil 
the character of Horace on the hasis of sincerity and 
independence even under the deepest sensc of obliga^ 
tion, that one Bpistle (vii.) Quinque dies ttbt poUicitmt i 
t^c, which apologizes for his protractcd absence in th«t 
country, remains a lasting and bcautiful monument.fl 
Nor in the evidence which it bears to the sterlin( 
good sense and high-minded generosity of Ma^cenai 
is it to be regarded as reflecting less honor, if j 
more, on that most cxcellent man. We are moralliC 
sure, that the viith Kpistle was published by Horaca 
himself in thc lifc time of both. What thcn. in auy 
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Lge, should be the estimation of the Poet who could 
i^dress, and of the patron who could reeeive — ^publicly 
too, let it be added — -the frank and affectionate bold-* 
ness of language like this ? 

. 33. 39. Macra cavum repetes arctum^ quem macra subisti. 
Hac ego si compellor imagine^ cuncta resigno: 
Nec somnum plebis laudo satur altilium^ nec 
Otia divitiis Arabum liberrima muto. 
Saepe verecundum laudasti: Kexque Paterque 
Audisti coram^ nec verbo parcius absens: 
Inspice^ si possum donata reponere Isetus. 

Sut to return to the question : how comes it, that 
in the fourth book of Odes the name of Maecenas 
no where occurs ? 

Whoever has perused with any care the various 
sddresses to Maecenas in every style of writing down 
*o that splendid Ode : 

3 C. xxix. Tyrrhena regum progenies^ &c. 

?»ai hardly feU, in the grand and impressive exordium : 

1 £. 1. Prima dicte mihi^ summa dicende Camoena^ &c. 

to recognise at once the settled purpose of Horace: 
it was the intended farewell (and meant for the long 
foturity of fame elsewhere predicted) of the Poet to his 
^tron. We know, that Qutfit^ MiBcenas^ <§c. (1 S. i.) 
stood the first of Horace's edited works ; we are here 
told, that Maecenas was worthy of all celebration iut: 
the last. This last then of the coUected Epistles, 
last not in coUocation, but in time, carries with it 
inany strong indications, especially in v. 10. 
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Nunc itaque et versus et csetera ludicra pono: 
of its having been devoted by Horace as the ultimattt 
ofFeritig of his muse. And in that respect, so far as 
regarded the patron, the Poet never altered his pur* 
pose. Whatever he afterwards wrote, is left to stan^ 
separately on its own inscription and title, insulated 
as it were, and postfaumous to the great body of his 
works: which he certainly had meditated to complete 
in the two boolcs of Satires, the one of Epodes, the 
three of Odes, and the one of Bpistles. 

Mascenas was Horace's only patron : and the Poet 
has succeeded in leaving that recorded indehbly. 

Even in regard of Augustus, it may sound some» 
what extraordinary, and yet it is perfectly true, that 
in the commou meaning of that term he never wa« 
the patron of Horace. Except in those words imputed 
to Suetonius, undque et alterd liberalitate locupletavit, 
there exists no evidence of Horace having owed any- 
thing to the patronage of the Emperor. VirgU and 
Varius beyond a doubt, were deeply indebted to that 
Prince's generosity, And Horaee who felt a servic* 
done to a friend as a kindness conferred on himself» 
has in that beautifiil address to Augustns in favorem 
mi temporis Poetarum, made tfae acknowledgement 
to tfae honour of all parties concerned. 

2 E. i. 245 — 7- At neque dedecorant tua de ae judicia, atque 
Munera, quie multa dantis cum laude tulerunt, 
Dilecti tibi Virgiliiis Variuaque poeta; : &c, 

Can it be bclieved, that if Horacc had himself owed 
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any substantial obligation to so monificent a Prince; 
he would have left no vestige of- gratefol expression 
behind him ? No such yestige exists in his writings. 

Horace's temper, in truth, was that of the most 
happy contentedness. At an early period the bounty 
of Msecenas made him abundantly ridi, with an under- 
«tood readiness at any time to give more, if more should 
be wanted. 

Ep. i. 31^ % Satis superque me benignitas tua 

Ditavit: &c.

But his father had with singular felicity fixed that 
principle in his son's mind, which regulated his own; 
to make what he had^ suffice him. 1 S. iv. 107» d. 

Cum me hortaretur^ parce^ frugaliter^ atque 
Viverem uti contentus eo quod mi ipse parasset, 4*c. 



The connection, from causes curious and rare, of 
Maecenas's name with the town of Tivoli has heen 
auspicious to the developement of Horace's principal 
locality in that romantic spot. For not only has that 
admirahle Ode, 3 C. xxix. Tyrrhena regum, <§d 
afforded suhject almost for demonstration, that Horace 
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iiivited MBeceiias to dine at Tivoli : but that bcautiful 
and from its allusiou, pathetic Ode, 1 C. xx. Vile 
potahis, 8if. according' to an old tradition, recorded by 
Cruquius, was occasioned by a journey of Ma:cena3 
iuto Apulia, 

Mfficenas iturus in Apuliam, significavit Horatio, 
ei se ante profcctionem connvam esse velle : eui res* 
pondet Horatius, se quidem non habere vinum gene-r 
rosura, sed benigno tamen auimo ei exhibiturum vinum 
quod habcbat Sabinum. De profectione in Apuliam 
mentio fit in Divsei codice. 

On the supposition of sueh a journey, is it at all 
credible, that the prime minister would ask Horace 
to give him a dinner at Romc beforc he set out? 
Is it not far more natural to conceive, that Msecenas 
had told his friend to cxpect him at Tivoli to dinner, 
as he would pass by the via Kaleria {Cramer. i. 142. 
ir. 260.) and that Horace on such a hint, really having 
a cask of Sabine wine there with so delightful a re.- 
membrance attached to it, 

(latua in thcatro [ cwm tibi plausus, &c. 

wrote in reply the delicate and well tiirneil invitation 
-in that Sapphic Ode? 

Onc more association shall serve to connect the 
raention of Majcenas a.s Horace's friend with that of 
Tivoli : for the very disputable name of M^cenas"» 
ViUa in that place may well be discarded'. The

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want pf direct evidence for it and still more its incom- 
patibility with the total silence of Horace, justify tQ 
my inind the rejection of such an idea without scruple 
end without the formality of an argumen,t. 

£ut for Augustus an unquestionable title may be 
aet up, not only as ^n admirer of the spot» but as 
an occasional resident there, most probably howevey 
in the later years of his life. , Tivoli, it ii^ well known, 
was sacred to Hercules. Now amongst the favorite 
retirements of that Bmperolr» Suetonius,. C. 72, reckons 
the proxima urbi oppida^ Lanuvium, Pnsnesfe^ Tibur ^ 
ia the last mentioned of these towns; in porticibu^ 
Herculis templi persaepe jus dixit. Behold then the 
very scene, to which Maecenas's attention was called, 
when Horace thought of appealing to the case of a 
Tetired yeteran most like his own.

Msecenas^ iterum aiitiquo me includere ludo.

When Horace himself at Tivoli wrote thus, he had 
Vejanius then actually in retirement there before hia 
eye. 



And now it is high time to bring these extended 
reiriarks to the promised conclusion, or at least to show 
good cause for protraction if necessary.. 
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A chronological tablc, then, of the principal iDci- 
dents in the earlier part of Horace's life with the 
years assigned by Bentley for the composition of hift 
several boots, shall here be given ; and that not only 
as a clue to guide the reader through thc details of 
the DissertatioD, but also as a help in referring to 
the cohimns of Mr Clinton's invaluable Fasti. 

It will be necessary, however, to premise, that 
Bentley's years of the life of Horace, here printed in 
Roman figiu-es, were by him calculated in a peculia» 
way. The year of Horace's birth, b. c. 65. though 
he was bom iu the last month of it, in Bentley'8 
reckoning stands as the year i of his age, the year after 
it as II, and so on to the end of Horace's life. 

Instead of taking the natal year, Mr Clinton makes 
B. c. 64. the first of his calculation, that is, the current 
year till completed in December. 

In the foUowing happy sketch given by Horace of 
his character and personal history (and it has not been 
adduced before), how ingeniously does he express the 
year of his nativity!

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Ko attempt is here pretended to exhibit m exaet chro- 
nology of Horace's life with a regular parallel to ii 
m the events of Roman history, and in the inddenti 
whidi mark the biography of contemporary poetsL 
Whoever undertakes that task, shall have my cordial 
thanks for a service so truly desirable: and now with 
the Fasti of Mr Glinton as the clear ground work, no 
great difficulty may be found perhaps in suppl^ring 
even that desideratum. 

In the mean while, however, with a more critical 
view to the Tempora Haratiana of Bentley, it will 
be exceedingly necessary to keep in mind, that tha 
years which he has determined for the composition of 
ihe several books of Horace, in his own naked dtate^ 
ment are liable to many cavils, against which he ha« 
left neither caution nor defence. We are not told, 
for instance, that in drawing up that calculation he 
kept his eye principally or entirely on intemal marki 
of puhUc history, that to dates connected with the lift 
or death of individuals however distinguished he cei^ 
tainly paid no regard, and in short that all whieh 
he engaged to do, was to fix the earliest and lateil 
allusion of an historical kind which could be difr- 
covered in the book of Horace then before him. AU 
this (but no more than this) he executed well and 
faithfully. Let us imderstand therefore what his in^ 
tention exaetly was : it was a negative rather than a 
positive determination in the dates which he aseer* 
tained.

Tlius wheu he leavcs an interval of three yeara 
betwixt XXVIII for the Jirst book of Satires and xxxi 
for the second; he never could intend to say, thaf 
during those three years Horace's pcn lay entirely idle .- 
he meant (and he could mcan nothing else) that the 
very latest historical intimation which he discovered in 
the first book did not fall lower down than xxviii of 
Horace's age, and that the very earliest intimation of 
any public event contained in the second book did not 
rise higher than xxxi of that calculation. 

With this iraportant qualification constantly attach- 
ed to all the intervals apparent in Bentley's Tempora 
Horatiana, several objcctions iinmediately disappear ; 
as others again may be overcome by considerations of 
a different kind. 

1. And first of all, to takc a strong insfanee. 
When the death of Virgil is by Jlr Cliuton assigned 
to B.c. 19- an acute objector may ask; how, then, 
could an Ode of invitation to Virgil (4 C. xii.) Jam 
veris cotnites, &c. poasibly be written in any of the ' 
years b. c. 17, 15. the very canceUi withln which Bentley ' 
has fixed the coraposition of tlie Joiirth book of Odes ? 
My answer is this (and Mr Clinton thinks it just and 
satisfactory), that Horace after publishing tlie third 
book of Odes in n.c. 23 or 33. had evidently imagined 
his lyric labours then concluded : nor had he any design, 
apparently, tiil called upon by Augustus several years 
after, to resume the task of the lyre. But in the in- 
tecval which ensued, what should hinder him. when j 
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^ting a playAil and in some touches rather a keen 
address to Vii^, from using once more tha lyric 
stanza ? If s insertion afterwards in the fotirth book of 
Odes was ail natural enough: it would else never have 
been kno^ni to exist. For the old Scholiast tell us on 
tbe ode (iv) Qualem ministrum, &c. Hisc est echga 
propter quam totus hic liher compositus est. And 
Oesner^s sensible remark who had no hypothesis to 
flerve, has been '' already quoted : cum semel placuisset 
navum librum edere, in eum conjectum esse quidquid 
ad manus esset. 

2. The death of QuinMius Varus Cremonensis, 
that incomparable critic and friend, 

(A. P. 438. Quintilio si quid recitares, <^c.) 

is lamented by Horace in a tone of the deepest feeling 
and regret, 1 C. xxiv. Ad Vifgilium, Quis desiderio 
sit pudor, &c. The year assigned to that event by 
St Jerome (F. H. p. 237.) is b.c. 24. Now as Bentley^s 
allowance of time for the j^^^ and second hook.^ of Odes 
nms down as low as b. c. 25. the disagreement in this 
solitary example might not be valid (or might not be 
pleaded) against his chronology. 

But it is far more candid and ingenuous at once 
to confess, that where any difficulties, created by the 
details of hiography, depend on the authority of St 
Jerome alone, I am rather reluctant to submit; partly, 
because the author of the Fasti Hellenici has himself 
in cases of that kind detected several inaccuracies ;

and partly on a more general grouBd of reasonable 
doubt. Mistakes in the dates of birth or death, &o. 
in a distant age, where private persons are concemed, 
may well be expected and excused; because without 
8ome public event or other to rest upon, such dates 
must often float loose as it were for want of 
chorage. 

3. On the other hand, if Bentley's chronology be 
any wherc shown to be incompatible with well as- 
certained Jacts of kistory, there can be nothing left 
for us but to surrender at discretion. 

First of all, however, a very important caveat may 
well claim to be admitted here. 

Historical language is precise, dircct and plain, 
free from all question or ambiguity. The allusive 
language of Poetry, especially where the Poefs eye 
is at all frenzied with pridc and patriotism, beholds 
the fiiture in the present and transmutes symptomB 
into successes. 

On this hint let me have the indulgence to speak. 
In the year B. c. 30. and not before, the standards of 
Crassus were actually restored by the Parthians : that 
is the declaration of history. 

But in the Ode (2 C. ix.) Non semper imbres, 
&c. 

vv. ie-22. et potius nova 

Cantemus Augusti tropxa 

CeeGaris ; et rigidum Niphaten, 

Medumque flumen gentibus additum 

Victis, minores volvere vordces ; &c.

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Horaee in B. c* ^5. at the latest, seems to refer to the 
great and memorable submission from the East as 
ahmdy aoqiiired : and if so, that date of ihe Ode 
cannot be true. 

But then we know the gaU of bittemess in which 
tfae Roman people for so many years reflected on the 
disaater of Crassus : we may imagine the zeal therefore, 
with which the rumours even of any chance to retrleve 
it, would be quickly caught up and cherished. Gene^ 
rally speaking, the Roman marched only to conquer; 
and an expedition meditated or threatened was a con- 
quest achieved. 

It is in this light accordingly we understand the 
prayer of Horace,

W de Chaupy in his Decouverte de la fllaison 
Campagne d'Horace, A Rome. 1769- T. iii. p. 36-

Pascal n. A. D. 1103; and he was uot a little prc 
after his manner. to demonstrate, that tliis fountf 
nmst have bieen (and that no other coidd be) the Foni

his lUustrdtums of Lord Byron's Childe Harold^ 
1818. pp. 42, 3. rather delights in adopting so brilliant 
a detection.

"The vicissitude which placed a Priest on the throne 
of the Caesars, has ordained that a Bull of Pope Pascal 
the second should be the decisive document in ascer- 
taining the site of a fountain which inspired an ode 
of Horace." 

About so minute a concem long disquisitions here 
woidd be tedious and unnecessary. For in the firsl 
place, Mr JDunhp^s solution (History of Roman Lite- 
rature. 1828. Vol. iii. p. 213.) seems calculated to set 
the matter at rest very easily. 

"The probability is, that Horace had named the 
dearest and loveliest stream of his Sabine retreat, after 
Ihat fountain which lay in Apulia, and on the brink 
of which he had no doubt often sported in infancy." 

And secondly, in confirmation of Mr Dunlop's con- 
jecture, I may be forgiven for inserting part of a Letter 
of my own on this very point of diflSculty, familiarly 
written in the year 1824. 

"Let the Fons Bandusice (now the Fonte Bello) 
of the Sabine valley, flow on with all its honours ! 

" For as to the Ode of Horace (3 C. xiii.), it tallies 
admirably with the idea of his christening what had 
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no name before, after the romantic spring, which had 
a name» not far from Venusia, and whrdi he had 
loved when a child."

whatever, till Horace gave it one. The rivus lower 
down was certainly called Digentia, now Lacenxa.
